extinguithed, as perceived, till at length, my kinder heart | 


bing willing to yeeld, I was content not to perſwade it 
to hol our any longer, againſt the {weer blowes of 
love, bur I promiſed him marriaze, which is ſhortly to 
be conſunmated, 

Soon ater him came this knight, who is by your va- 
lour, Ad Charontem fine naulo miſſus, and he allo pre- 
tended a dire ro march my matchlefe beauty, with 
mitchletſ aftetion, him I denycd as fervently, as I did 
theorher fantly.

Aaine minion Adonis, and ftriving to wath away the clot- 
tered blood from his worried carkefle with het pearly 
teares, which dropt from hcr tender eyes like a continued 
chaine of pearle,/guihing forth in ſuch abundance, as if 
her rubie blood had changed irs naturall courſe and co- 
lour,to run forth at the wide open fluces of her eyes. She 
Kiſt his pale lipps,as it ſhe would willingly hav* melted 
her ſad heart rohavereltored ther to treth colour, and 
breath into him another ſoule fit for her love. Here 
might he eſpic Leander beating the ſwelling Heli/pont ck, 
waves with his weary limbs, ſwimming to kis expecting 
Fro, Whol painted torches ſeemed to burne as bright 
aJ 
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as thoſe reall torches which by this time had inherited 
the ſet-Suns office, There might hee diſcrie the rude 
mouthes of A#eons dogs till'd with white foame,greedy 
ro diſmember their brutihied maſter, and delacerate his 
limbes inſtead of the innocent bealt he perſued. There 
griefe in the ſtead of gaine, paine in the roore of pleaſure, 
ſecmed to bathits ſelfe in his forrowtull cy 5, 

By this time our Spetators appeutes bcgan to ſolz- 
cite themi1n behalte of their ſtomacks, the colerick lookes 
knockt, the trumpets ſounded to ſupper, and when the 
tables were with-drawne, the Ladyes ſervants for the 
better entertainment of Flaminins ( being ambitious to 
exhibite all their forces to performe any thing chat might 
conduce to his contentment ) preſented him with chus

Flaminius (who affe&ed not warr, but in cauſe of ne- 
ceſlity, alwayes peace, but with honourable conditi- 
ons) before he would extort froni Vernar a forced con- 
fellion of injurie done to Clorinds, he went about firſt 
like a flexanimous Oratour to exhort him to it, Should 
you Sir UVernar accuſe Helena of falcityin@her conjugall 
traſt, it had been but to tell overa tale that is already 


told, this accuſation had been warrantable by traditi- 


on, but to charge Clorinda with inconltancy, nay to 
think ſuch a thought of her(whole beauty bewray her to 
be Venus, but that ſhe excell her in chaſtictie, and whoſe 
continence ſpeakes heg to be Diana, but that ſhe ſtaines 
her beauty,) were intollerable impudence, to ſpeake 
\uch a word flat impiety, and to attirme it with oathes 

incxpiable injury. | 
Or had Nullifidius whom no man will credit reported 
this it had not been worth my anſwering, or her regar- 
ding, but that you !UVernar who was ſometimes of her 
intimate acquaintance (being Del:'as friend.) Though

ble Lady GClorinda, ( whoſe beauty is ſo excellent, and 
her feature agreable in every lincament, her modeitie ſo 
decent,and vertue apparent;that ſhe may be rightly ſtil'd 
the Phenix for beauty, and moſt famous among Ladyes 
for bounty ) and I betroathed to the deformed Melena,

Flaminius who was as mercifull as magnanimous, as 
vertuoaus as valiant, as pittifull as powertull , granted 
him his life, but Vernar whoſe uncontrouled ſpirit dif- 
dained a lite of almes, with his ponyard ſoone pur an 
end to his owne dayes,over whom our conquerour tr i- 
umphed. 

Soone after this Victory Amenides, brother to Clg- 
rinda returned from travell, and now this Hero of a re-

went accompanied with the ſame ſorrow which hee 
left behind , andin ten dayes ſpace arrived at Cyprus, 
with 1000. valiant Neopolitans , whoſe ſpangled 
plames of div ers coloured teathers obumbrating their 
iteely creils, and their gilded helm<ts, thewed in ſem- 
blance like ORE his burganets overihadowed with the 
golden tre talines of his faire paphian paramoure ; If 
unkinown Chorelus with his troops of undaunted Ue- 
rerans were in 7rozes extreamity , welcome to the di- 
itrefſed Priamy:, or the relolved bands of 4cyilles with 
his fierce V! lirmidons acceptable to the Grecians in the 
time of inteiline Sxirmithes; how joytal then was Ro- 
Mus at Y arrivall of Amenides in this time of diſa- 
fer, wherein hee niore needed his Heroicke ations, 
then either Friam or the Grecian Heroes did their pro- 
tered ſuccouring aiders. By this timethe Governours 
of the ſeveral Provinces (having fortified their Cities) 
repaired with their bands to Nicsfta , where there was 
a general mu! ner of Romulus his ſouldiers wch amoun- 
td to the number of 45000. the day of battel between 
the two Armies was appointed on the morrow , and 
the Plains whereon it was to be fyught were the pre- 
mentioned Plaines of Mamraſh. As foone asthe Ca +

Hercules-like with club in hand becauſe of the behiegers, 
challenged his enemies to ler fortune decide the contro= 
veriie in a pitched held ; which being aſſented to, and 
his army marſhalled becauſe hee was to venter all his 
ſtocke in one bottom, and to ſtand to the ſucceſle of one 
Croylado, he ſharpned and feſtinated his Armies ani- 
molity witch Brachylogie. 

My heroicke Heroe's, and couragious Compeers; 
my intention is to cuſpidate and ſet an edge upon your 
magnanimity , and to cauſe an ebalition and boyling 
1, ofour high wrought ſpiritsto the hejght,now when 
you had need of R:Lor &> &s triplex circa pedtus , a brealt 
pPiatc of adamant, a burganet of ſteel, to make you im- 
penetrable, againſt the haile ſhot of impugnation.

A mechanicall Artificer cannot thrive in his vulgar 
ſtation without more then vulgar (edulicy , what run- 
ning velletation , combates, and contentions were 
in the Pythian and Vlympicke games to obtaine the 
Chaplet , and (hall wee thinke that the Crowne of the 
Queene of the Medrterranian Illands will come dropping 
aro our laps it wee be remiffe and perfun@ory in our 
proceedings. No, no, a Throne is not pot with a 
wiſh , nor a Scepter obrepted with a Song. Non eſt a 
terris mollis ad aſtra via. 

Wee muit not with Marcus Lepidys ftr<tch our ſelves 
npon thegralle, and iay 0 utinam boc efſet laborare , our 
intention maT rather be as ſtable, and unmoveable as 
the Roman Fabritias of whom it was (zid, that one 
might with as much facclity obvaricate the Sunnes pro- 
grefſe as cautic him to digreſſe. 7! faut [emer devant qu”

Let us then oppugne a!l 
obſtrigillations, which are but as ſteps for us to aſcend 
to honour , and when the names of onr conlpirgated 
antagoniits thail rot above ground, and they them- 
ſelves be rung down to the duit with a peal of ſatyres, 
ours ſhall be odoriterous to poiterity, and ſucceeding 
generations ſhall enbalm rhem with honour. This du]- 
ciloquiz inſpired the fainte(t hearcs with freſheſt cou - 
rage, and made them impatient of delay, they and 
their horſes too , with a clamor militaris , and 
loud acclamations afſented to their Generalls Ora- 
tion. 

Silenus alſo was encouraging his Souldiers when the 
claſſicum of their enemies was rhetorick enough to in- 
vit: them to their tasks. The black clouds poured down 
upon the Sic:lians ſtore of Funzrall teares : and holes 
of Ravens and other birds of prey ) as prediting the 
harveſt of carkafſes at han.1 ) fHew over their hoait. 

A ſore Battel was begun , and with equall ſucceflea 
long time maintain'd , where the graf{> became giay- 
headed for want of moyſture , ic was ſprinkledwith a 
faguilent Near. Here was a Father divided from his 
Son, here a Husband from his Wite, and yonder where 

there was no Kin they be joyned in blood. 

| Burt becauſe that Cato the Cenſor that taught the 
young men to preliate with a fteady foote , would of- 
ten ſay, that words and ({houtings had more power to 
amaze and put enemies to the rout, then hand? ſtrokes, 
wherefore Amenides hoalt did amazz their adverſaries 
with a (hrill clamour, whereas the Cicilians (as if the 
whole army had had but one hear) letall their coura- 
ges fall into their feet, which now they altogether trus 
ſed to. 

Amenides who knowes as well how to uſe as gaine a 
victory , purſued his _ toe-men to Mount-rovall 
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their chiefe Aſylum, which place being reduced to 
the height of penury by the multitude of the Garri- 
ſon, and deprived of ſupplyes from the adjacent 
and conterminent Villages , by its cautelous beſie- 
gers. Silenus in a diſguiſe fled, and got to the Aca- 
demy at Tolouſe , where hee changed his royall Er- 
mynes for (ables, and became a phantaſticall Schol- 
ler, ſpending the retidue of his life in enigmaticall 
diſputations, as whether or no Caſſandra was trou- 
bled wirh the tooth-ache , how many knots were 
on Hercules Club, of what colour A cnir> 
Es Beard was , hee ſtudyed himſelte halfe bleare- 
ey'd to know the true ſementry of Czſars noſe by 
a Shooing-horne, and all to bee dignified with the 
name of a ſpeculative man. 

But the Citizens conlidering ameux vaut plier 
rompre , its better to bow then breake, and ſeeing 
that their egrefle afforded no hope of regrefſe , of 
feare of their focs ingreſſe, andperceiving no happy 
h-lpe, for their helpelc{ſe hap, had wit enough to 
ſet their ſailes that way that the winde blew , and 
to wheele about as they ſaw occaſion , that they 
might bee of the prevailing fide. Much like the 
man in Macrobrias , who during the Civill Warre 
betweene Auguſtus Ceſar and Antonius , had taught 
two Crowes their ſeveral] notes, the one to ſay 
Axe Imperator Antoni : the other to (ay Aue Imperator 
Auguti, That fo when the Controverlte was de- 
termined, what ſide ſoever prevailed he might have 
a Bird for the Conquerour. 

So Silenus being fled, his Subjefts ſubjeted them- 
ſelves to the Victor, and framed themſelves: to call 
Vivat Rex Amenides , who ſoon adorned his Roy- 
all brows with the Recall Circle, the Gates 'were 
opcned to entertaine his Army , and the peoples 

hearts

hearts were opened to entertaine himſelfe, 

But thoſe which ingenuity prompted not to love 
him , hee taught to feare him, knowing primus in orte 
dess fecit timor. But it was as poſlible for Phehus to find 
new pathes to drive his Chariot in, or for the Loed- 
ſtone to forget its faith to the North, as for Aries 
to turne Loves Apoſtate , and be unmindful of J1:c:.21.;, 
by the ayre of whoſe Blefſed name, Chamelion-/it + [ice 
lived, having taken fealty of his Subje&s , ſter rc ! is 
courſe to Naples. At his preſence Dionella was reviv: d, 
as a ſtarved ye 1s when the Sun get out, after their Epi- 
thalmie, they repaired to $icilie. 

Now thelſe Potentates, Flaminius and Clorinda , Ame- 
nides and Diorella , after they had a long time Monar- 
chiſed in the higheſt degrees of Soveraignty ( having 
lefta numerous off-ſpring to ſway their Sc:pters whom 
I with a Chryſoſtomaticall cepolicor of their vertuecs 
yeelded rather to a gentle diſſolution then death. Their 
Bodies are interr'd in the molt magnihcent Cathedralls 
in their Dominions where the ſumptuontnefſe of th -ir 
Monuments proclaime their ex:rini:call Fortun:s, an 
their ever-living Fame their intrinficall endowm-nts. 
But when their Statenefſe and Tombes, con:po:e.! and 
erefted of Gold, Marble, or Ivory , ſhall drop down 
into aſhes, and crumble by peece-meale into non-cn- 
tity and bee found as ARcHiMEDESs his Tombe 

( by CICERO ) in Vepretis , crow- 
ned with moſſe, and over-growne 
with bryars , and thornes , I 
wiſh they may ſurvive in 

this Monument of 


their Fame. 
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
